Corner School last year and who replaces Miss Florence 
Prescott. Miss Viola I. Jenkins of Mont Vernon has 
the Intermediate Room containing Grades IV, V, V1: 
‘This room Miss Mildred Herlihy had last year. Grades 
VII and VIII are combined for instruction and admin- 
istration with the high school proper. The organiza- 
tion is not a junior high school, but departmental work 
is possible, with great advantage to the pupil. In order 
that all may profit by this instruction and be suitably 
prepared for high school, all children in town enrolled 
in Grades VII and VIII are assigned to the village 
school. ) 

Four one-room buildings are open this year: Greeley 
School with 14 pupils, in in charge of Miss Marion 
Towne; Cricket Corner, with 8 pupils, is taught by Miss 
Cevie Towne; Ponemah, with 12 pupils, is assigned to 
Miss Ellen Fortier of Derry; and Border Street, .with 
21 pupils, has for a teacher Miss Evelyn Pellerin of Wil- 
ton. 

The salaries of teachers have advanced materially 
during the last year or two in all sections of the country. 
It is not likely that there will be any drop, and there 
should not be. Instead there must come a raising of the 
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standards of qualification so that incompetant and un- 
trained teachers, who have received under stress of sup- 
ply and demand, more. than they were worth, will be 
eliminated in favor of the best teacher material in the 
country. This raising of standards will occur when 
the profession is publicly recognized to be on a plane 
with other professions. 

Proper instruction of pupils requires suitable teach- 
ers, apparatus, books, and supplies. These we have in 
reasonable amounts. It further requires a program of 
study. This we have in the State Program of Study as 
revised in 1916, and now again is in process of revision. 
And finally it requires active co-operation of all con- 
cerned—pupils, parents, school officials, and citizens in 
general. Progress in this direction is being made 
through the Parent-Teachers’ Association, whose aims 
are to learn about school matters and to do things for 
the schools. This organization has already arranged for 
a hot dish for the children who bring their dinners to 
school, has furnished prizes for gardening and canning, 
and has other plans under way to benefit the schools. 
Membership is open to any adult in the community. 

The high school program was changed, by vote of 
the school board, in August, 1920, so that the Agricul- 
tural Curriculum is replaced by one designed to offer 
preparation for classical colleges. There are now in the 
school two curricula open to boys and girls, either the 
college preparatory curriculum with Latin and French, 
or a more general curriculum which omits Latin. The 
readjustment has not been made without more or less 
inconvenience and difficulty, due to the necessity of 
changing from one line of work to another. For a de- 
tailed statement of the organization and work in the 
high school see the report of Headmaster Strong, which 
follows this report. 

Attendance 
The per cent of attendance during the last school 
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year showed improvement over the previous year and is 
to be commended (92 per cent vs 89 per cent.) The num- 
ber of tardinesses was 585, or nearly five per pupil in the 
average membership. The record this year so far shows 
about 92 per cent for attendance, and this is fairly good. 
The number of tardinesses to February 1, however, was 
304. This, and the 585 of last year, are beyond reason. 
They occur mostly in certain schools where it has be- 
come a habit to be tardy, and in those schools the dif- 
ficulty is not general but can be traced to a few families. 
Regular and prompt attendance at school make for regu- 
larity and promptness in life. Every parent should re- 
alize that their children must attend school all the time 
that schools are in session and that it is the good of the 
child and not that of others that is the determining fac- 
tor before the law. 


Transportation 


This item is a costly one all over the state, but when 
the cost per pupil per mile is computed and the trans- 
porter’s time and outfit are considered, the amounts paid 
are no more than reasonable and compare very favor- 
ably with similar work in other districts. The average 
for the state shows that Amherst is not paying excessive 
amounts, nor paying for transportation an undue pro- 
portion of the school money. | 

Buildings 

The easiest and best way to keep buildings in proper 
shape and to make needed alterations is to have a pro- 
gressive program of repairs and improvements. To this 
end $800 was made available last March. Of this sum 
$625 was expended in making very badly needed repairs 
to, the Ponemah school house. The roof was repaired, 
the building shingled, toilets changed so that entrance 
is from the school room through the shed, a new floor 
was laid, lighting was corrected as to quantity and di- 
rection, a jacketed stove was installed, and a good coat 
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room was built so that the house is now in good approv- 
ed condition. Minor repairs were made to other build- 
ings as needed with a few changes at the village to im- 
prove lighting. For the coming year provision should 
be made for a new floor at the Greeley School, for im- 
provement in lighting at Cricket Corner and for better 
and more economical heating at Greeley, Cricket Cor- 
ner and Border Street. The Border Street School also 
needs painting, and some of the one-room buildings are 
in need of shingling. Such minor items as replacement 
of glass, whitewashing, stove repairs, summer cleaning, 
etc., call for no special consideration, but receive atten- 
tion annually in the summer. 


Physical Welfare 


Physical examination of all pupils is now made 
twice a year. Notices of defects found are sent to the 
parents, as required by statute. Remedial measures have 
been undertaken’ by many parents and good results are 
already noticeable both in physique and scholarship. 
More remains to be done, however, as the report of the 
School Physician, which follows this report, indicates. 

The recent draft for the war showed glaring physi- 
cal defects among our American people. A great deal 
can be done to correct and prevent this condition by reg- 
ular systematic instruction and practice. To this end 
physical exercises are being given to all pupils regularly. 
In suitable weather this takes place out of doors where 
conditions are best. At other times the schoolrooms are 
used, with windows opened for fresh air. The pupils 
often act as leaders. 

Accounting System. 

School districts which share in the State Equaliza- 
tion fund are required to keep their accounts on pre- 
‘ scribed forms. These forms have been purchased in part, 
approval of a portion of the old system having been se- 
cured. ‘The new system is clear and simple and fur- 
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nishes adequate data for uniform accounting and audit- 
ing without duplication of work by school board and > 
treasurer. 

Costs. 

A study of the amount of money needed for schools 
indicates clearly that Amherst can not support “stan- 
dard schools” as prescribed by law on a tax of $3.50 per 
$1000 of inventory, which is the minimum that may be 
raised. Neither does a $5 tax furnish enough money for 
this purpose, but as the State Equalization Fund is de- 
signed to assist such school districts as are unable to 
support “standard schools” on a $5 tax, this amount at 
least should be raised. Under the heading “support of 
elementary schools” certain items may not be included 
for the purpose of determining state aid. Such items 
are in the way of statutory requirements or additional 
sums, and include salaries of district officers, $2 per cap- 
ita tax on pupils registered, and administrative expen- 
ses. These are assessed separately. The budget as 
printed in the report of the school board conforms to- 
the groupings explained above. 

What proportion of all the money expended by a 
town should be for school purposes? The answer is 
found in part by studying actual figures of towns 
throughout the state. These indicate that one third of 
all public money is not too much to spend for schools. 
Some towns spend even more with the idea that the 
children shall have every advantage that can be provided. 

As to absolute costs, Amherst is very clos to the 
average for the state, as is shown by the fact that the 
state aid requested last November for 1920-1921 
($3876.62) was approved for nearly the whole amount, 
($3573.12). The basis for approval of the several items 
in the budget was the average cost throughout the state. 

It is wise policy to spend every cent possible for the 
improvement of instruction for boys and girls. Events 
which are daily occurring in these troublous after-war 
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times point out most clearly that the hope for America 
lies in this direction. Our expenditures are in invest- 
ment in Americanism.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Amherst N. H.: 

I submit herewith my report for Amherst high 
school for the current year. 

The fall term began September 8 with an enrollment 
of 39, of whom 21 were boys and 18 girls. There has 
been a considerable number of changes, both removals 
and additions, the present number standing at 36. 

The teaching force this year consists of three, Miss 
Piper, Miss Kingsley, and the Headmaster. 

Two courses are being maintained, Classical and 
English. With the exception of one sophomore, the 
freshman class is the only class interested in the classi- 
cal course, as this has been reinstated this year. The 
members of the freshman class have been about even- 
ly divided between the two courses. 

The purpose of the classical course is primarily to 
prepare for colleges and technical institutions, but be- 
sides that it furnishes a cultural training that is of great 
value to the individual. This course includes Latin, 
French, English, Algebra, Geometry, History, Physics 
and Chemistry. 

The English course is intended as a general purpose 
course. It differs from the other in the substitution of © 
certain studies for Latin especially. For the girls there 
is a four years’ study of domestic arts; for the boys 
bookkeeping, advanced and review mathematics, eco- 
nomics and business law. 

In the Junior High, beside the usual grade studies, 
training is given in elementary science, civics, domestic 
arts for the girls and manual training for the boys. 

Physical exercises are given as a part of the day’s 
program. 

Miss Piper’s work is largely with the Junior High. 
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But in addition she finds time for a class in English for 
the freshmen, and a class in U. S. Constitutional History 
for the seniors. 

Miss Kingsley has charge of the domestic science 
classes for the girls. The subjects taught include not 
only sewing and cooking, but also home management,” 
the family budget, household appliances, plans for dwel- 
ling houses and interior arrangements. Visits have been 
made to different homes in the village for the practical 
study of these latter subjects. Miss Kingsley has also 
the teaching of French, and the subject of English for 
the sophomores, juniors and seniors. 

To the Headmaster falls the teaching of Latin, Al- 
gebra, Geometry, Bookkeeping, Chemistry and Econom- 
ics. On two days in the week, Tuesday and Wednesday 
he has double periods in manual training for the Junior 
High boys. 

The people of the town may be interested to know 
what prospct there is for future membership in the high 
school. There are enrolled at the present time in the 
Junior High School nineteen pupils of whom nine are 
in the eighth and ten in the seventh grade. There will 
be a large addition next year to this department as an 
unusual number are to be promoted to the seventh grade 
next spring. It cannot be foretold just how many of 
these pupils will continue their studies in the high school 
proper, but certainly enough will do so to make it wort! 
while for the townspeople to give an adequate support 
to their high school. It is the judgment of the Head- 
master that the present condition of the high school is 
an invitation to the members of the grades to keep on 
with their studies after their promotion. A good spirit 
pervades the school and excellent work is being done in 
the different studies. 

It only remains to suggest a few things to the towns- 
people in regard to the high school. 

Ist: Let parents emphasize to their children the im- 
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portance of a high school education. Many boys and 
girls are now being attracted by industrial opportunities 
and neglect the opportunities that a high school affords 
for personal and mental development. Such are going 
to be at a disadvantage later in life when they come into 
competition with those who have had a better training. 
A high school education is not merely a gaining of a cer- 
tain amount of knowledge which may or may not be 
used at a later time, but much more a training of the 
mind and character which will enable a person to deal 
more reasonably and effectively with the personal prob- 
lems in industry or society which one meets with in later 
life. It would seem that at the present time the town is 
not as well represented in the high school as it ought to 
be, according to its population. But if the boys and giris 
now in the grades are encouraged to enter the high 
school and remain and complete the course, in a short 
time the number in the school will be a source of pride 
for the town. 

2nd :The teaching force of the school would be very 
glad if the parents of pupils would visit the school and 
see for themselves what the children are doing. Fre- 
quent visits of this kind would be an incentive to the 
children and give the teachers reason to feel that they 
have the parents with them in their efforts to keep the - 
pupils up to the standard in their work. 

3rd: The Headmaster also asks for the interest and 
help of the parents in the matter of attendance. A high 
record of attendance is essential to good work. Studies 
made up never equal in value the work actually done in 
school. It is recognized that absence on account of sick- 
ness is ocassionally necessary, but other cases of absence 
should be rare. The importance of PROMPT attendance 
is especially to be emphasized. The state requires a high 
standard for high schools in this regard and withholds 
approval from those schools that fail to meet the stan- 
dard. Let parents be sure that their children start early 
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enough so that there will be no doubt about their having 
time to reach the school before its opening. 

The Headmaster wishes to express thanks to the 
school board, the superintendent and the people of the 
town for the interest shown and the support given dur- 
ing this year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


Amherst, N. H., Feb. 18, 1921 
To the School Board of Amherst: | 

I herewith submit my report of medical inspection 
of schools: 

For many years in the mind of the parent and gener- 
al public the sole purpose of schools was to impart in- 
formation and inculcate habits of obedience. The most 
important and greatest study was absolutely neglected— 
the study of health and bodily welfare of the child. 

Little attention, if any, was given the child himseli 
either directly or by taking care of the hygenic sur- 
roundings he lived in during the school hours. Since 
1913 however attention has been given in some towns 
to physical examination of scholars and examination of 
the surroundings. ‘This was optional, but since 1919 
has been made compulsory. 

It is readily seen in the report of examination as 
compiled by Miss Charlotte Smith, school nurse, the 
number of defects that exist and which in great measure 
can be improved and in some absolutely cured. 

I believe the work of the doctor and of the nurse in 
connection with physical examination are not of equal 
importance, but that one must supplement the other. 
The doctor may note any defect, but unless there is an 
experienced nurse to follow up these defects and co- 
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operate with the parent and teacher there is no benefit 
derived. 

One other step in connection with the health of the 
scholar, and that is the physical training in open air or 
well ventilated rooms. This matter will be called to at- 
tention in the proper place by the superintendent of 
schools, as it is important and undoubtedly will soon 
-ecome obligatory. 

It is desired that the remedial measures for restoring 
health in the future can be made less and less each year 
by caring for the child in the lower grades.
